_ RUSSIA'S VIEWS OF KOREA, 

—— 


Tr Is evident that Russia has’ her eye on 
the "Land of the Morning Calm,” and if 
she cannot get It or partof It, itis herInten- 
tion not to allow anyone else to have a 
Anger In the pie.” As w'6 have been told by 
Revrex, the Russian Mediterranean feat 
has been ordered out to the Pacific and 
we are inclined to believe that this news Is 
correct. Sore of these vessels have 
already arrived outin the Far East and 
others are close at hand, and when we 
take this in conjunction with’ her massing 
& conilderable number of troops on the 
‘borders of Kores, we may be sure that 
~ these preparations have some significant 
meaning. ‘With these preparations we 
have to take the tone of ‘the Russtan 
press. The Novoye Vrimya, a Russian 
_ official organ, published some time ago 
& communication from @ Russlan Govern. 
‘ment surveyor. on the Importance ‘of 
Korea. The writer of this communication 
Thad been sent to ascertain the state 
of the Korean coast, and he took the 
‘opportunity to survey Port Lazareff and the 
adjacent bay .witha view of ascertaining 
its. capabilities as a coaling-station. for 
the Russian fleet. His article wasthe 
means of creating considerable interest, 
more especially in Great Britlan, as he 
particularly expressed ‘his conviction that 
: England had never ceased to spread her 
influence in that part of the world, He 
declared, which we think was an error.on 
his part, that the Englishmen In the 
service of the Korean Government were 
. solely the agents for or In the service of the 
British Government. This writer goes

“As English trade bas nearly always the 
Protection of British guns, it ts. ver probable 
that, before long, a Biltieh naval station will be 
-@atablisbed at Port Lazareff or in a rel hbooring 
lace. In 1886 the English beld Port Hamilton’ 
mt foued the pitce wolmpeitant end incen:
